Tan-Yard Road, through which many People paſs to and from the Town of 
Weſterham, and 1 is a principal Avenue thereto from the South Eaſt Part of the

In this Act are of great Extent, and probably but few of ſuch Truſtees may 
think themſelves concerned which Way the Turnpike is carried from Meſterham, 
it being fo {mall a Part of the Whole) are very deſirous they ſhould be reſtrained 
from this general Power, and obliged to carry the Road from Wiſterbam to 
Coctham Hill in the old Courſe it now goes, and that an additional Clauſe to 
that Effect may be inſerted in the Bill; and they hope they are juſtified in this 
Particular, becauſe it was given out by a Servant of Mr. Warde, prior to the 
General Meeting of the Country, to conſider of an Application to Parliament 
for the Bill, that Mr. Warde's Scheme was to conduct the new Road in Manner 
above- mentioned; and the ſeveral Perſons through whoſe Grounds the ſup- 


poſed Road was to paſs attended at that Meeting, which was held the 14th 


January laſt, in order to have offer*d their Objections to it; but as not the leaſt 
Mention was made of that Scheme, it was naturally concluded, till this Bil! 
made it's Appearance, that the old Road was to be purſued ; and we hope that 
it will be the Senſe of the Committee that it ſhould be ſo, and that any other 
Plan of diverting the Road from its old Courſe ought nat now to be per- 


mitte.
